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WILDOMAR 


Evacuations end as fire 50% contained 


Despite threat, no structures are damaged 
or destroyed as crews make steady progress

All evacuations were lifted Fri- 
day evening as crews made prog- 
ress in fighting a fire spanning 
850 acres in the Cleveland Na- 
tional Forest a few miles south- 
west of Wildomar. 

Though 450 structures had 
been threatened, none was de- 
stroyed or damaged, fire officials 


said Friday evening. Containment 
grew to 50 percent Friday. 

Some 200 homes had been 
evacuated in the La Cresta area 
south of Lake Elsinore because of 
the Wildomar fire. 

“Additional resources helped to 
strengthen containment lines and 
control the forward rate of spread 
around the northern and western 
perimeter,” Olivia Walker, Cleve- 
land National Forest spokes- 
woman, said Friday evening. 
“Moderate fire activity and inte- 
rior burning is expected for the 
next few days. Light winds at 5 to 


8 mph and higher humidity lev- 
els will assist firefighting efforts. 
Night operations will continue for 
hand crews.” 

Residents were allowed to re- 
turn to the La Cresta and Wildo- 
mar areas beginning at 6 p.m. Fri- 
day, she said. 

As of Friday evening, there were 
969 people fighting the fire. Equip- 
ment used included five air tankers, 
five helicopters and six bulldozers. 

Fire officials said they believe 
the fire will be 100 percent con- 
tained Monday. 

The U.S. Forest Service and the 
Cal Fire/Riverside County Fire 
Department remained in a uni- 
fied command, Walker said. 
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A DC-10 makes a drop of fire retardant on the Wildomar fire in La Cresta 
on Friday. As of Friday evening, there were 969 people fighting the fire.

New questions and searches greet travelers flying to the U.S.

CHICAGO » Some were asked 
their hobbies and packing hab- 
its. Others were queried about 
what they do for a living. There 
were lines for security inter- 
views and searches of carry-on 
bags. 

The first passengers to travel 
under new screening measures 


for U.S.-bound flights were 
greeted at airports around the 
world with a wide range of hur- 
dles — some new, some famil- 
iar — to clear before boarding 
their planes. 

The Trump administration 
is requiring that both U.S. and 
global air carriers adopt en- 
hanced security screening for 
every flight to the U.S. All trav- 
elers — American citizens and 
foreigners — are subject to the 


new protocols, which went into 
effect Thursday. 

The new procedures cover all 
2,100 flights from around the 
world entering the U.S. on any 
given day. But how each airline 
implements the measures var- 
ies, and some of the procedures 
have been in place before in 
parts of the world. 

While some passengers de- 
scribed tense moments and 
long lines, there were few re- 


ports of major disruptions to 
global travel Thursday. Confu- 
sion, however, remains about 
the new regulations, with air- 
lines describing different meth- 
ods of implementation and some 
saying they were granted per- 
mission to delay putting them 
in place until next year.
